First aid was Mdministercd by one 
of the students, and then the victim 
was rushed to the hospital. La.st 
night Sissons retiirnod home, and it 
was stated by the doctors at the hos- 
pital, that the burns although' pain- 
ful were not dangerous, and that a 
speedy recovery could be expected. 

Thlw Is the second accident In the 
laboratories since the session opened, 
and In both Rises, the causes seem 
to have been almost Identical.

ORIGIN OF CHURCH 



"To What Extent Modern 
Church Reflects Original 

Idea 



In wpeaking on the above subject. 
Dr. Clifford de<!liLred that there wiui 
In reality no such institution as the 
Church. tic went'on to outline how 
the various churches, as groups of 
people who simply thought alike, have 
heen formed. . 

The earliest form nf ch'urch con- 
sisted of people who wore like mind- 
ed and who held a common hope. Up 
to the time of the liefonnatlon there 
wnn what might be called the Church; 
hut with that movement the Church 
broke up into a host of churches. The 
revolt took the form of an appeal to 
the Scriptures, and since the Scrip- 
tures were interpreted differently 
there was bound to be a host of 
churche«. There have been many 
Ide.als and ever since the Reformation 
there has never been one church. It 
follows, therefore, that In order to 
study churches, or systems of thought, 
one must go b.ick further than the 
first church, that Is to the founder. 

Christ never spoke of a Church but 
always of the"Klnedom of Ood." His 
was not the Idea of an Institution 
within the nation; He started ■with 
the chosen people merely as means of 
expediency. 

Prom the very beginning there has 
been a difference of opinion. The 
main body extended into the Gentile 
field, and ao the church became from 
the tirat Oentlle. All achemes were 
centered, but there waa no Idea of .a 
church.- The' fact' that there' wwe 
common hopes achieved some sort of 
unanimity, which continued will into 
the secoad century. Then came the 
formation of what may be called a 
Catholic Church. But even if there 
as In reality up till the Reformation 
btit one main Church there wore many 
different Ideals. 

During the first, second and third 
centuries the Idea was apocalyptic. 
Then with the fourth century the des- 
palred-of world started to go to pieces. 
The Church found Itself the only or- 
ganlzatipn at the centre of things that 
had a constitution. From then It 
started to think of the world about

Natural Science Club

"Evolution" ■was the subject of a 
popular lecture by Professor Carrie 
Derrick when the Xatur.il Science 
Club of ll.V.C. hold It's second meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon. 

Miss Carrie Derrick gave a most 
delightful :ii](i compreheiwlve study of 
the subject ;ind with the help of slides 
showed the development of life on the 
earth from the Amoeba to Man. 

"Evolution itself Is a fact" and all 
sclcntiets arc agreed that there Is 
"one fiind.aniental something", a "mys- 
tf^riouK .source of all things" In the 
universe but the way In w-hlch this 
infinite energy works, the "WHY." of 
life is what finite Intelligence finds 
Impossible U> grasp. 

Life first appeared on the earth over 
a thousand million yoarg ngo^in a very 
simple uni-celluear, jelly-like aquatic 
form, having in its nucleus the pos- 
sibilities of greater life. Its descen- 
dants p.-is.sed through a fiBh-llk»î sUig<: 
Into a type of animal whose swim- 
ming bladder^ became a kind of lung, 
enabling it to exist on land from which 
eventually sprang man, ^Along with 
lung development came growth of 
back-bone appearing first in flah and 
then reptiles ascertainable from fos- 
sils found-In rocks. 

The huge dinosaur shown Inst year 
by the Henry Morgan Co. wa.s .a re- 
construction from a .skclton of a pre- 
historic animal. 

Tho study of slides of the .skulls 
ntid Hkeltonr. . from r- the.- rime - of tho 
,Java-app man to the present day 
proved most fascinating. 

That a being, with bent hind limbs; 
with stiff neck bones so that he could 
not bend his head backwards; with 
a skull of an undeveloped foroliead. 
.•-igniflcnnt of little intelligence; with 
long bony ridges ©■ver his eyes;- with 
scarcely any chin and large, sharp 
canine teeth should evolve Into -Man 
the up-right walking, graceful and 
beautiful cre.ature we see today Is cer- 
tainly a miracle. 
Among early man the Cro-magnons

OXPOBD OIIDER PHOHIBITIOHS 

Students May Not Loiter in Stage 
Doors 



Gainesville, Florida, Dec, S,— (By 
Exchange Service),- An article which 
appeared in tlio Emory Wheel recently 
shows that although Oxford students 
aro not bothered by a Prohibition law, 
life there Is not so Ideal as one would 
imagine. The following ore tho rules 
which an Oxford student must obey; 

First— Undcrgrodiiatca may not at- 
tend any public race meeting. 

Second— They may not loiter in the 
public streets, cotfeo st.all8 or stage 
doors. 

Third- They may not take the chair 
or spettk at any open air meetings of 
political character without special 
leave. 

I-'ourth— Thuy may not give dances 
in public rooms. 

Fifth- Thoy .are forbidden, under 
der severe penalties, lo attend public 
subscription dances in town. 

Sl.xth — Thoy are forbidden lo visll 
the h.ir in any hotel, restaurant or 
public house. 

Seventh — They may not hire, a 
motor car for a longer period than one 
hour or for a greater distance than 
five miles from the university. 

Other regulations forbid any vi.ilts 
lielweeii the rooms ol mon and women 
undergraduates without special, per- 
mission and chaperonage.

One hundrod firs'.-year men ol liar- 
\ard law .school, who cut the last 
c]a.s.s beliire th'/ Harvard-Brown game, 
have been classed as "undesirable" by 
Dean lloscoo Pound. The students 
were warned in a lottor from tho dean 
that their future work would be 
watched cloaly with a thro.Tt of imme- 
diate expulsion If their atudlca should 
show signs of lagging.

him to comply with the retiulromcnls 
of the high scliool teaching diploma 
which In all likelihood will bo. laid 
down. These requirements will call for 
two years instruction In L.atln, ISng- 
lish, I'Vonoh and Mathmullcs. 

The unsatisfactory character of the 
situation is readily admitted by the 
University authorities and .<<yinpath- 
cllc consideration Is being given tho 
innlter. 

- It has been deoideil by tin- faculty 
of medicine to discontinue the four 
v.'ooks Post-graduate spring course, 
which from the standpoint of post- 
graduate medical' education was not 
considered satisfactory. It wu;i furllRT 
resolved to concentrate these efforLs 
of the medical faculty upon' addition - 
al organlwition of department work 
lliat graduates may receive greater fa- 
cilities throughout the whole year. 

A short course in Parasitology has 
been arr.mged for students of first 
year medicine. Professor IIogl>cn will 
give this course. 

Tho number, MC, try'ng for degree 
of I'll. D. Is the .same of that of last 
year. 

•Members of tho tcachti.g s'taff, 
who uro iiIho students In ' the 
grndmUo faculty and who give 
more than 12 hours of Instruction pet- 
week, may not obtain u Mastei-s ile 
grec In one year. They will also re 
quire an additional .vear, at least, for 
the degree of Ph.D. 

The degree of M.Sc. may now bo ob- 
tained in Highway ICngineorinir. 

Tlierp are 780 students registered In 
exlensioii rourses, in McGlll and three 
other i)laccs outside of Monlrejil 
There are 21 courses In this gi-oup 
alone, not counting tlw l,yc< nni loc- 
ture^ which are given ontslde .Mont- 
real. 

A communlc.ition has been received 
from the seo'etary of the Dominion 
Dental Council oontainlni; a copy of 
a roRolntion passed by ihf dental 
boards of .Mbcila and then sent on 
to the corresponding bo.ards of Sas- 
katchewan which also endorsed it. The 
resolution reads: 

"Whereas gr.iduates from the Den 
tal School.s In the Province of Que 
bee are free to take any Canadian 
Provincial Rourd examination and ob 
tain a licence, to practice while the 
Oentàl Act of the Province of Que- 
bec ab.solutely forbids tho admission 
to examination or practice of gradu- 
ates other than Laval or McGill Den- 
tal, ..Colleges. Since tho students of 
Alberta University will not be allowed 
to enter the Pro\ince of Quebec at 
all, we suggest that to equalize Ihe 
state of .affairs, the Senate of the 
University of Alberta «se the power It 
has under the Alberta Dental Act 
and In future refuse (o extend the prl- 
vIlcKPs of our Dental Go.ard of Exa- 
mination to graduates of Dental 
Schools in the Province of Quebec. 
This does not refer lo dental courses 
but to prohibitive dental legislation by 
the Dental noard. Carried." 

This resolution would seem as an 
Indication of the ro-actlnn of feeling 
against tho prohibitive legislation ot 
the Quebec Dental Board. Dental 
students of this province should per- 
use the above resolution cai-efully. 

Mention was made at Corporation 
meeting regarding the Professors' 
Popularity Gontest now being con- 
ducted in tho columns of the Dally. 
Consensus of opinhin indicated that 
It is being regarded by \he authorities 
in a somewhat humourous light and 
If the contestants do not further in- 
vade the l)ound8 of propriety this 
feature of the Daily will not become 
obnoxious.

It, and so from tlic fourth to the six- 
teenth sonturj- the Church felt Itself 
called of God to rule the world. This 
spirit was clearly demonstrated at tho 
fourth Lateran Council. 

Tlie revolt came with the llcforma- 
llon. Men were belter educated than 
during the first centuries, and con- 
sequently they read the scriptures. 
According to Calvin the Church and 
Society were one. He developed the 
Idea of an elect society within hunmn 
society. At present thei-o Is not one 
of the Protestant bodies which has 
not turned from historical idetis back 
to the teachings of Christ. 

'l'hero must be some idea of rlglit- 
cousness. There will be no divine 
society till people got divine Ideas in 
their hearts. This narrows down to 
two or three essential principles. At 
the heart of goodness Is love, .No 
man Is good who Is not loving. This 
Is 11 removal from the observance of 
holy days and crther such institutions. 
Christ en\phasi7.cs the necessity for 
forgiveness. He turns all his re- 
sources against anything that weak- 
ens liumun fellowslilp. Men must 
sei'vo one nnolber. Tliere is no his- 
torical view In history of churches ex- 
cei>t In regard to the founder. 

A church should be the centre of a 
loving fellowship. There h;us always 
been distinctions because of coTistl- 
tutlunal quarreling. l3\-ery cburch 
since the sixteenth century has said 
that It has the only correct form ot 
organl/.atlon. But this should be a 
very minor Issue, or better none ai 
all, for the success ot the divine so- 
ciety dcponds upon the achievement cxf 
righteousness. In keeping with this 
idea, modern business Is constitution- 
ally unchristian, since it consists of 
competition ot one nuin with another. 

Dl8cu.s.'«lon followed, coitslstlng of 
various opinions, conservative and 
othenvise, concerning certain church 
practices, present and past.
